AREA 


Laboratory  Faosiities 

Diphtheria  swabs  and  other  specimens  are  sent  to  the  County 
Bacteriological  Laboratory  at  Stafford  and  to  the  Pathological 
Laboratory  at  the  Royal  Hospital  for  examination. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

For  the  removal  of  infectious  ca^es  an  ambulance  is  provided 
by  the  hospital  authorities  who  take  the  patient. 

Mursingi  in  the  Home 

Wednesfield  Nursing  Association,  an  orgaiiisation  supported 
by  voluntary  contributions,  provides  one  nurse  who  gives  professional 
service  to  necessitous  non-infectious  cases.  When  infectious  cases 
arc  kept  at  home  the  mother  of  the  patient  usually  acts  as  nurse, 
under  the  direction  of  the  medical  attendant. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Staffordshire  County  Council  a 
Welfare  Centre  is  held  at  the  Wesleyan  Sunday  Scliool,  Well  Lane. 
Valuable  advice  and  assistance  may  be  obtained  free  at  this  Centre. 
The  times  of  attendance  are  as  follows  : — 

INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRE. 

ft 

2  to  5  p.m.  on  Tuesday,  Weekly. 

ANTE-NATAL  CLINIC. 

2  to  5  p-m.  on  Tuesday,  Fortnightly. 

Children  attending  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre  can  be  referred 
to  an  Opthalmic  Suigeon,  and  for  orthopaedic  treatment  and  dental 
treatment  under  the  County  Council’s  schemes.  Dental  treatment 
is  also  provided  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers. 

Dried  milks  and  vitamens  are  stocked  at  the  Food  Office 
and  retailed  at  reduced  cost  prices  under  the  National  Scheme. 

From  time  to  time  lectures  on  mothercraft  are  given 
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Hospitals. 

On  October  1st  1941  the  Joint  Hospital  f^oard  opened  Moxley 
Hospital  for  the  reception  of  cases  of  Infectious  Disease.  This  is  a 
great  improvment  on  our  previous  arrangements  when  we  had  to 
rely  on  outside  Authorities  to  take  our  cases. 

Smallpox 

Provision  is  made  under  the  South  Staffordshire  Joint 
Smallpox  Board. 

Maternity 

By  arrangement  with  the  County  Council  the  Royal  Hospital 
Wolverhampton  will  take  difficult  cases  requiring  hospital  treatment. 

Accommodation  at  the  Rosemary  Ednam  Maternity  House 
is  also  available. 

Two  Registered  Midwives  reside  within  the  District. 
Medical  and  Surgical 

I'he  Royal  Hospital,  the  Women’s  Hospital,  and  the  Eye 
Infirmary,  Wolverhampton,  are  all  within  easy  distance. 

Wordsley  Hospital  is  also  available  for  patients  who  cannot 
obtain  accommodation  elsewhere. 

Nursery. 

This  has  been  used  to  full  capacity  during  the  year.  It  is 
a  great  help  to  mothirs.  A  high  statt  of  efficiency  is  maintained. 

Sanitary  Circumstances 

Combined  with  this  report  is  that  of  your  Sanitary  Inspector 
it  has  been  found  much  more  suitable  to  the  setting  out  of  the 
Reports  to  combine  the  two  rather  than  separate  them. 


Water 

The  supply  of  w’ater  for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes  is 
good  and  adequate  and  is  obtained  from  Wolverhampton 
Corporation.

SCARLET  FEVER.  56  cases  were  notified  compared  with  15 
in  1945.  No  death  occurred 


DIPHTHERIA  20  cases  were  noted  throughout  the  year  as 
against  22  in  1915.  No  death  occurred  112  swabs  from  suspected 
cases  were  examined. 

Immitnisation  against  this  disease  is  now  available,  and  out  of  an 
estimated  child  population  of  4190,  3314  children  have  been 
immunised. 
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ENTERIC  FEVER.  No  case  occurred. 

MEASLES  21  ciises  were  notified.  No  death  occurred. 

WHOOPING  GOUGH  16  cases  were  notified.  No  death 
occurred. 

TUBERCULOSIS.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  remained  on 
the  register  120  persons  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  69 
males  and  51  females,  and  65  persons,  31  males  and  34  females, 
suffering  from  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  a  total  on  the  register  of 
185.  From  the  following  table  it  will  be  seen  that  7  deaths  were 
registered  as  due  to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  2  deaths  occurred  from 
other  forms  of  Tuberculosis.  18  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuber¬ 
culosis  were  notified  during  the  year  and  1  other  form.  2  of  the 

pulmonary  cases  were  admitted  to  sanatoria.
